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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is a national stage entry (371) of PCT/IB03/05276, filed November 18, 
2003. 

2. Claims 1-5 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the in\ untie in was patented or described in a primed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the Unitud Status. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mimnagh (US 
5,835,462). 

In regard to claim 1, Mimnagh discloses an optical record carrier (Figure 1A) capable of 
having information recorded thereon by irradiating the record carrier with a pulsed radiation 
beam (column 3, line 13: "recording pulses"), said record carrier comprising an area containing 
control information (Figure 4) indicative of a recording process by which the information can be 
recorded on said record carrier, the control information comprising values of recording 
parameters (column 5, line 2: "different recording parameters") for the recording process, 
characterized in that the control information comprises a first set of recording parameters for the 
recording process at a first range of recording speeds, and a second set of recording parameters, 
separate from said first set of recording parameters, for the recording process at a second range 
of recording speeds (column 4, line 65 through column 5, line 5; column 6, lines 45-57: 
"different velocity ranges with different attendant recording parameters"). 
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In regard to claim 2, Mimnagh discloses that the first range of recording speeds (e.g., in 
Figure 4, speed VI -V2) partially overlaps the second range of recording speeds (e.g., V2-V3). 

In regard to claim 3, Mimnagh discloses that at least part of the recording parameters 
define the sequence of pulses of the pulsed radiation beam (column 3, lines 15-18). 

In regard to claim 4, Mimnagh discloses that a recording parameter is indicative of a 
write strategy (column 3, lines 15-18), and wherein said recording parameter has a first value in 
the first set of recording parameters indicative of a first write strategy and a second value in the 
second set of recording parameters indicative of a second write strategy (column 4, line 65 
through column 5, line 5; column 6, lines 45-57: "different velocity ranges with different 
attendant recording parameters"). 

Claim 5 has similar limitations as claim 1; therefore, it is rejected on the same grounds.
